Mother of Trusts, though it is the par- 
ent of conditions that make it profita- 
ble for capital to combine and con- 
genial for labor to organize. 


"A few days ago the butchers, in con- 


vention assembled, declared in favor 
of abolishing the tariff on cattle and 
meat to the end that this supposed 
shelter for the alleged meat trust might 
be removed; but I am disposed to think 
the good farmers of my State would 
vote quite unanimously against such 
an experiment. Suppose we take the 
tariff off beef and then suppose the 
herds of cattle from Mexico and South 
America are brought in by the hundred 
thousand. They will find their way to 
the stock yards and the butchers will 
be compelled to bid against the packers 
then as now. No, the removal of the 
tariff on live stock and meat would not 
restore the butchers to business. 
It 


might ruin the farmers but the packers 
could stand it; for nothing less than 
organized capital could enter the im- 
port meat business with packing houses 
in foreign countries, refrigerating ships 
and other expensive equipment. I hap- 
pen to know that at least one. and I 
understand two 
of the big 
packing 


houses have 
had 
men 
looking into 
South American field for mnre than 
two years. 
The farmer, as it is, has 


ample reason to be apprehensive." 
The secretary appealed for the elec-

AN INTERESTING

VALUABLE EQUIPMENT ADDED 


TO MINING LABORATORIES. 


BERKELEY, August ID.—There has ! 


just been received a very valuable ad- 
dition to the equipment of the mining 
laboratory. It was secured by Profes- 
sor Samuel B. Christy when he was in 
London last summer. It is a complete 
outfit for making working tests by the 
Elmore process for concentrating ores. 
This process was invented in Wales, 
and is now being operated by the Ore 
Reducing Syndicate, Limited, of Lon- 
don. 
The process is founded on the 


remarkable fact, 
discovered 
by Mr. 


Kimore. that the metalic minerals, par- 
ticularly the sulphides «.ncl telluHrJes, 
adhere to cei-tain petroleum oils, v.-hile 


I the earthy minerals, if first wetted, do 
" not adhere to the oil. The wetted ore 


is first mixed in a special designed 
mixer, and the metallic sulphides are 
entangled in the oil and floated to the 
surface. 
The oil containing the con- 


centrates is skimmed off. and then the 
sulphurets are separated from the oil 
by a centrifugal ma.chine that recovers 
the oil, to be used over again. 
The 


process 
has 
proved 
extremely 
well- 


adapted to the treatment 
of 
certain 


brittle copper, silver, and tellurlde ores 
that have resisted all other methods 
that have been applied to them. Pro- 
fessor Christy will make a very thor- 
ough investigation of the new method, 
and will undertake a special study of 
the value of the California petroleums 
for the new process.
